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FLOUR MILLS. - 

The disctissions which have taken 
place recently at farmers’ meetings in 
connection with the several mill pro- 
jects at Edmonton, Fort Saskatche- 
wan aud Morinville, have brought 
out several very noticeable facts. 


One is that the milling facilities at 
present existing are unable to meet 
the wants of the district, and that 
therefore there exists one or more 
excellent openings for an expansion 
of the milling industry. There are 
two first class roller mills and two 
stone mills in the district. The roller 
mills are running day and night and 
cannot keep up to the demand for 
their flour. It is said that farmers 
who have brought wheat forty and 
fifty miles to the Fort Saskatchewan 
mil] to exchange for flour are frequent- 
iy unable to get more than a sack or 
two, so great is the local demand for 
the product of the mill. While every 
train carries wheat out either to Fort 
William or to British Columbia mills, 
almost every train brings flour in 
from Wimnipeg and the Lake of the 
Woods. Clearly the Edmonton miller 
must stand to win approximately the 
freight both ways, over the profits of 
the Manitoba miller. There are grave 
complaints by the farmers that the 
millers take advantage of the position 
to keep up the price of flour, and to 
keep down the price of wheat. This 
is the condition of affairs which has 
led to such vigorous agitation amongst 
the farmers for farmers’ mills, and has 
induced Messre. Dowling and Otte- 
well to embark in their enterprise. 
Until the purely local demand is 
filled, and while there is an export 
surplus of wheat, Edmonton must be a 
most favoreble point for milling. 
Even after the immense local and far 
north demand has been satisfied it is 
difficult to see why Edmonton wheat 
required for Kootenay cannot be 
ground at Edmonton to as good 
advantege as at Calgary or Enderby 
as it is at present, or why it should 
not compete for the Asiatic trade 
now monopolized by Washington and 
Idaho wheat, and from which Mani- 
toba wheat is excluded by the length 
of haul. There is plenty of room for 
milling enterprise at Edmonton. The 
more the better. 


COAL RATES. 

While the competition of the Crow's 
Nest railway has benefited the Ed- 
monton district in that a new market 
for farm products has been opened in 
East Kootenay,,it has hit us heavily 
in our coal business. Calgary is the 
only possible export. market for Ed- 
monton coal, and until this season our 
coal formed a very considerable part 
of the total consumption of Calgary. 
The completion of the Crow's Nest 
road has brought in the additional 
competition of the Crow’s Nest coal, 
and very much shortened the haul 
and reduced the rate on the Galt coal. 
Of course Edmonton has no right to 
exceptionally favorable treatment at 
the company’s hands. But it has a 
right to be treated as fairly as any 
other point; besides the fact that 
although the Edmonton coal is de- 
sirable in many ways, it is bulky and 
heavy according to its fuel value, and 
therefore should be allowed any ad- 
vantage possible in rates. The rates 
charged are : 

Crow’s Nest, 210 miles, $2.10 


Edmonton, 186 miles, 2 25 
Galt, 145 miles, _ 1.90 
Anthracite, 77 miles, 1.65 


The above table speaks for itself. 
The result is that Edmonton 
coal is being crowded out of Cal- 
gary, while if it were given the 
$2.00 rate to which it is entitled 
in comparison with the Crow’s Nest 
coal it could still be sold. Is it a 
part of the bargain with the Crow’s 
Nest coal company to freeze other 
mines out of the market—in this case 
the only outside market Edmonton 
coal has? 


Tue Regina Leader asks its readers 
to compare the treatment given the 
C.P. R. by the liberal government 
with that given it by the conservative 
g°vernment ; the inference being that 
the stand taken by the former is more 
en the interests of the people. No 
doubt such a comparison if fairly 


made, must be favorable to the liberal 
government. But that is hardly 
sufficient to establish the point which 
tie Leader desires to make, namely 
that the liberal government has done 
all that it should have done. Liberals 
are inclined to judge their leaders, not 
so much by what others, who were 
wrong, did, as by what they, the 
liberal leaders, indicated was right 
to be done. Their own standards are 
what their foliowers desire to measure 
them by, not the stafidards of their 
opponents. There is a poittt in this 
connection which seems to have escap- 
ed the attention of the Leader and 
several other apologetically inclined 
papers. The comparison made by 
the Leader shows that the conserva- 
tive party is still the best friend of 
the C. P. R. That company may 
therefore still be expected to be more 
friendly with the conservative than 
with the liberal party. Wherein 
then have the liberals profited in 
political support by their failure to 
hew to the line on the question of 
railway monopoly ? 


EDMONTON MILL. 


The meeting of the farmers’ committee 
to consider the erection of a mill at Edmon- 
ton, which was announced for Tuesday 
afternoon, waz made a general rather than 
a committee meeting, there being forty or 
fifty farmers present. T. (3. Hutchings 
presided as chairman, R. Dinwoodie was 
secretary, It was decided to ferm a joint 
stock company to build a flour mill and 
elevator at or near the railway in Edmon- 
ton or South Edmonton. The name to be 
the Farmer’s Milling & Elevator Co. of 
North Alberta, (Ltd.) The following were 
appointed provisional directors: D. Ma- 
loney, St. Albert; J. Lamoureux, Fort 
Saskatchewan ; O. N. Lavaliee, Morinville; 
W Clark, Horse Hills; R McKernan, 
South Edmenton; E. Townsend, Clearwater; 
T. ©. Hutchings, Edmonton; Hugh Irwin, 
Agricola; Alex. McLeod, Belmont. The 
capital was fixed at $25,000 in $25 shares, 
of which 10 per cent. must be paid up on 
subscription.

WHEAT GRADING. 


Morden, Man., Chronicle: it has been 
amply demonstrated that the wheat buying 
combinetion has fixed prices arbitrarily, and 
that just"how these men are masters of the 
wheat market in Western Canada. They 
fix prices, they manipulate grades, and 
they place high handed value on relative 
grades. Sometimes the difference between 
No. 1 and No. 2 is 2 cents, sometimes it is 
4 cents, just asitis dictated trom Winni- 
peg. This season the difference was first 3 
cents, then 4 cents, and then 34 cents. No 
rule—just the strong hand. 

At Northern Pacific points the same 
wheat grades higher than at neighboring 
C. P. R. points. Smutty wheat has been 
sent over the Northern Pacifie and been 
graded No. | hard. Here the best wheat 
offered grades No. 1 Northern. Something 
must be done about this grading. Old 
buyers on this market have no confidence 
in the government inspector at Fort 
William.

A By-Law to provide for the granting of a bonus 
to a certain Flour Mill and exempting the same 
from taxation. 


WHEREAS certain persons who propose to be- 
come incorporated under ‘The Companies Ordin- 
ance" as “‘ The Dowling Milling ee Cty 
have entered into an agreement with Town of 
Edmonton, bearing date the 15th day of December. 
1898, to erect and operate on the land hereinafter 
mentioned, a Flour Mill of a capacity of 100 barrels 
iy day of 24 hours, and an Elevator of a capacity of 

,000 bushels, upon, subject and according to cer- 
— terms and conditions in the said agreement set 
orth. 


4.ND WHEREAS one of the said conditions is to 
the effect that the Town will procure to be trans- 
ferred to the said persons, or their assigns, free of 
all encumbrances, for the purpose of the. erection 
thereon of the said Mill and Elevator, Lots One to 
Seven, both inclusive, in Block Fifteen, River Lot 
Four, Edmontor. 


AND WHEREAS another of the said conditions 
is to the effec: that the Town will exempt the said 
land, and all buildings and improvements which may 
be erected thereon, and all the personal property of 
the owneré for the time being of the said Mill and 
Elevator being on the said land, and all the income 
derived by them from the business carried on there- 
on, from all taxes which may be asseesed or rated 
against or in respec: cf the same by way of a general 
Municipal rate for the period of 20 years from the 
ist day of January, 1899, 


AND WHEREAS the Town has obtained an 
option for the purchase of the said land for the sum 
of 3686.00, and it is expedient to purchase the said 
land at the said price.

& For the purpose of paving the amount which 
shall be required to be raised annually for the payment 
of the said interest and creating an equal yearly 
Sinking Fund to be set apart fur the payment of the 
oy sum of $63600, a special rate of
